Since the message was 
read, it has been asserted at the 
Capitol that congress would refuse to 
appropriate money for any but the 
most ordinary expenses of the tariff 
board. 


It is obviously the purpose of the 


stand-patters to get by the critical 
first of April as best they can, with 
or without tariff wars, and then cut 
tlie official throats of the tariff board. 
The president has definitely decided 
that he will not be a party to this pro- 
gram and he is known to he depend- 
ing upon public sentiment throughout 
the country to influence congress to 
make the tariff board useful, with a 
view to removing such excuse as may 
exist In the tariff law for unreasonably 
high prices. 
This is the one great 


passage in the message in which the 
president strikes a popular! chord, and 
apparently he is willing to take his 
chances with congress in a struggle 
over the issue. 


The status of the tariff board is a 


matter of grave political concern, for 
the work of the board as President 
Tuft has laid it out is the only tangible 
evidence that the Republican party 
can offer the country that it cares 
whether the cost of living Is too high 
or not.

Hale, In the face of the Mann report 
that a high duty on print/paper was 
unnecessary, insisted upon a duty of 
54 a ton and carried it through.

The announced purpose of tho 
Publication is "to aid in the develop- 
ment of agriculture," and there Is no 
reason to doubt that such an object 
will .meet with success,, and that 
general good will result to the entire 
New England section. 


The bulletin Is intended for frea 


distribution among present' and In- 
tending farmers and will be mallotl, 
free on the* request of those who avow 
direct interest In agriculture In tills 
section.

It is intended In the publication of 


this work to call attention to the op- 
portunities of the New England farms, 
as /well as to oiler suggestions and 
hints to farmers on the possibilities 
before them In enlarging their. .sphere 
of effort and diversifying their, agri- 
cultural products by certain special- 
ization operations. 
. The first ; number of the bulletin 
comprises 32 'pages, Cx9 Inches ii 
size, which are made up of different 
departments relating to farm efforts,' 
from the poultry field and suggestions 
on the. care of four-footed friends-to 
every day. problems of the farm and 
forestry. 
Nearly 20 pages are de- 


voted to the discussion of the differ- 
ent subjects and there are numerous 
timely hints of value to any person 
interested in the agricultural Held. . • 


A feature of the publication is Its 


suggestions In regard to the fruit- 
growing possibilities of northern New 
England. 
Besides some 'points on 


apple culture, written by Mr. E. Cyrus 
Miller, the eminent orchardlst of Hay- 
denville, Mass., it is pointed out, 
that southern and central New, Hamp- 
shire and southwestern Maine offer 
magnificent possibilities In the. pro- 
duction of strawberries and 
other 


small fruits and melons.

Professor P. W. Taylor, agronomist 


of tho New Hampshire state college 
at Durham, establishes why fanning 
conditions are better today than dur- 
ing the past two score of years and E. 
E. Bishop, a 
practical 
poulterer, 


shows wherein a poultry yard may be 
made a very profitable department 
of a farm, if, as a side line, "clean, 
brown eggs are shipped regularly to 
city jobbers, nnd a reputation for 
freshness of product and reliability 
of supply ,1s maintained." He argues 
that shipments .should' be made every 
week in the year, even though, :ln 
the short periods, it Is necessary for 
two or three farmers to co-operato 
temporarily to make up a case ot 
eggs.
